Social Security Limit 
To Stem Rising Cost 
Is Asked by Industry 


Warning that Social Se- 
curity costs are “getting out 
of hand,” the National Asso- 
tiation of Manufacturers has 
urged Congress to put a 


brake on the system's ever- 
escalating taxes and benefit 
payments, 


The Social Security pro 
gram was established to pro- 
vide work-related benefits, 


and efforts to make it over 
into a welfare plan should be 
staunchly resisted, the NAM 
said in a statement filed with 
the Senate Finance Commit- 
tee, 

The committee has held 
hearings on a bill which con- 


tains a wide variety of ex- 
panded benefits and liberal. 


ized provisions, including a § 
per cent across-the-board hike 
in payout to the 26,000,000 
Americans now on the Social 
Security rolls, effective in 


June, Because there were 
benefit increases of 15 per 
cent in January, 1970, and 10 
per cent in June, 1971, the 
NAM urged that any further 
increase be postponed until 
at least January, 19738, 


Pointing out that the Asso 
ciation had supported these 
earlier increases, the NAM 
said that increasing Social 
Security costs and ever 
higher taxes are becoming 
“most unreasonable,” 

The proposed legislation 
would increase the employer- 
employee tax rate to 14,8 per 
cent (from the present 10.4 
per cent) within a five-year 
period, The NAM noted that 
“this rapidly increasing tax 
rate’ would apply to a tax- 
able wage base Which is also 
increasing, beginning with a 


sizable jump immediately to 
$10,200 from the present 
$9,000, 

By providing for an auto- 
matic escalation of the tax- 
able wage base, the measure 
could cost employees and em- 
ployers each $920 a year (an 
increase of 75 per cent) by 
1977 and $1,680 each a year 
(an increase of 200 per cent) 
by 1989, as contrasted with 
today’s maximum yearly So- 
cial Security contribution of 
$544.50,

43 You have probably made or heard the statement, 
Teen-agers have certainly changed since the time 


I was growing up,’ 


On the other hand parents 


and adults have changed, in many instances, as much 
if not more, than teen-agers have changed, This 

is one of the reasons I obtained this series of art- 
icles for publication in an effort to communicate 
with as many parents as possible. The title of this 
Series could just as easily be changed to ‘‘Let’s 


Talk About Parents,”’ 


Today's Subject: “The Beard, the Moustache and the Hair" 


One subject that never fails to come up in parental circles in 


this day and age is HAIR. 


. hair on the head, hair on the face, hair 


in the eyes. . ..hair anywhere you can grow it and that’s where a lot 
of teens are aggravating their parents to tears. I have seen parents 
who are otherwise generally calm, collected, well-balanced people 
reach the point of utter despair trying to find some way to get their 
teens to do something with their hair to make them look less like 
prehistoric cave dwellers, Some teens seem to delight in the fact 
that this is really a positive method of truly upsetting their parents 


and they go all out! 


In law enforcement, of course, we see all types. The ‘bad ones” 
aren't all the “long hairs” and so it.follows that not all ‘good guys” 
are short haired people. However, in the present day ‘youth 
revolution’ the growing of long hair does seem to give a youth the 
feeling of individuality and a sense that “the rules don’t apply to me 
because I'm special’’. The fact remains that most parents DO NOT 


like long hair! 


While all this lamenting about long hair goes on, one cannot 
help noticing that fathers and young men in their late twenties and 
over are wearing their hair quite a bit longer athan they used to 
and, many of them are wearing old fashioned moustaches, beards 
and what have you. So, if the adults have given in to the changing 
trend in hair styles and facial adornment involving hair, we can 
hardly expect that the teens are going to give it up without a 


struggle! 


I have often heard it said that law officers pay closer attention 
to the activities of ‘‘long hairs" than they do to those of the ‘clean 
cut" variety. And, I can’t say that this would be entirely wrong. Our 
experience has proved that “long hairs’ seen to feel they can get 
away with whatever they wish to undertake, whether it involves 

* law violations of minor or major porportion. On the other hand, a 
teen with long hair knows that most adults dislike it and this 
makes him feel he is being watched more closely in everything he 


does

disgust. This would seem to reflect a basis in immaturity as with a 
small child; if he cannot get attention ‘‘being good” he'll throw a 


tantrum...

On a recent nationally televised program a former White 


House top advisor was interviewed. .. .a man in his sixties. Here he 


was, a highly respected, (we will assume), 


adviser to the 


President of the United States, and his hair looked like a hornet's 
nest just blown apart by a large firecracker. If people like this 
allow their hair to become unkempt, it sets a very poor example for 
the youth. So, it would seem, long hair is here for the duration of the 


fad so why let it get you down? 


There is at least one case of record which tells of a mother who 
was so ashamed of her son’s excessively long, stringey hair she 
decided to do something drastic. She awaited her opportunity and 
finally when the occasion came up for-her to attend a function 
where her son wanted her present, she came in her oldest, most out 
of styleand ill fitting clothing, and an old pair of dirty, run-over 
shoes. The son was so shocked he left the meeting immediately. 
Later at home he confronted his mother about her attire. She told 
him that was exactly the way she felt when her friends met him 
with his long hair hanging down to his shoulders. It worked! He got 


a haircut the next day. 


If your teen’s hair makes you ashamed and disgusted you'll 
probably have to do something very unique to get it changed. We in 
law enforcement have decided we'll not let it bother us. We figure a 
good sign of leaving childish ways behind and heading for 
adulthood is a well styled head of hair, not too long, not too short, 
and perhaps a neatly trimmed beard, if desired. Of course, 
everyone we “‘do business with” will be treated equally when it 
comes to law enforcement in our community. However, it is always 
easier for us to work with a person who is neat about his person 
than someone who is obviously trying his best to look obnoxious.

Now that Northern schools 
are facing court orders cal- 
ling for forced busing, pub- 
lic pressures are causing 
Northern lawmakers to lis- 
ten to what we Southerners 
have been saying. 

1 have maintained from 
the very beginning that the 
fight against forced busing 
is above politics, What is 
at stake is the future of pub- 
lic education in the United 
States, 

We in the South have al- 
reddy experienced and are 
suffering the disastrous ef- 
fects of plans and orders 
of the Federal judiciary and 
of the social planners of the 
Department of HEW, For- 
ced busing is destroying our 
public schools, It is cau- 
sing parents and the public 
to withdraw their support 
of public education and it 
is making it well-nigh im- 
possible for our children 
black and white, to receive 
a quality education, 

I believe that a properly 
worded constitutional am- 
endment may be the best 
method of clipping the wings 
of the Federal judiciary, Th- 
ree years ago I. introduced 
a bill in the Senate that 
would have brought this re- 
sult, but liberal forces de- 
feated it, I have just in- 
troduced a new proposal and 
am co-sponsoring others, 
But a constitutional amend- 
ment faces a rocky road 
and would take at least two 
years for ratification even 
under the most favorable 
circumstances, 


For this reason. [| am 


going to push for action 
by the National government 
and the National Adminis- 
tration on at least three 
fronts, The passage, first, 
of a statute outlawing for- 
ced busing, This can be 
done by a separate bill 
or by an amendment to pend- 
ing bills, such as the 
Higher Education Bill to 
which we are trying to add 
amendments, And then I’d 
like to see action by HEW 
in stopping busing plans 
which it submits to the Fed- 
eral courts, Let HEW call 
off mass forced busing, And, 
then, I'd like to see a change 
in attitude on the part of 
the Federal judiciary, from 
the district courts all the 
way up tothe Supreme Court, 
The irony of forced busing 
is that.whatever court or- 
ders and HEW plans require 
school boards to spend hun- 
dreds of tax dollars pro- 
viding unneeded and unwant- 
ed transportation, that 
means fewer tax dollars ay- 
ailable for improving the 
quality of teaching, for more 
libraries and better school 
buildings and for greater 
educational opportunities for 
all our children, In their 
mad rush to concoct illo- 
gical and impratical plans 
for social change, the bur- 
eaucrats and Federal judges 
purposefully seemed _ to 
neglect the fact that qual- 
ity education for the indi- 
vidual child is the most 
important consideration, I 
can assure my fellow Ala- 
bamians--white and black-- 
that my concern will conti- 
nue to be to see that every 
child in Alabama and the 
Nation has the oppertunity 
to obtain a good education,

Ceaseless Battle Against Drug Abuse 


BILL DICKINSON 


In this age when certain 
political promises are tak- 
en for just that, the Presi- 
dent has set out to do what 
he said he would when he 
campaigned back in 1968, 
He pledged to recruit 
worldwide help in curbing 
the drug traffic, to beef up 
our Customs service to 
halt drugs atthe border and 
to work to help prevent 
future addiction through 
education and to rehabili- 
tate those who are victims 
of drugs, 

The drug war is in full 
operation, Over the past 
month, agents have moved 
in on the organized drug 
rings. In New York, $16 


million worth of heroin was 
seized, In the same raid, 
enough LSD for two mil- 
lion doses was grabbed. 
At the same time, in France 
an illicit dope laboratory 
was closed and 51 drug 
peddlers arrested, 

One million ampheta- 
mine pills were seized and 
80 persons arrested in the 
Southwest. In Miami, a to- 
tal of 385 pounds of her~ 
oin, worth $76 million, was 
captured, the largest single 
haul of the drug. A ring 
that had shipped $233 mil- 


lion ‘in heroin into the 
United States in auto- 
mobiles stashed aboard 


ships was broken up, 


Nearly every week, 


agents are moving in on 
large - scale operations, 
The dope traffic deals in 
big money and, as long as 
it does, the job will be 
difficult. The latest Nixon 
move is to send 150 law- 
yers and 250 investigators 
into two dozen cities, un- 
der the direction of Myles 
J, Ambrose, U.S, Customs 
Commissioner, These spe- 
cialized teams will work 
with local law enforcement 
officials to dry up the drug 
supply. 

An agreement with 14 
European nations has been 
reached, including France 
and Turkey, chief source 
of heroin, tocurb drug sup- 
plies in those countries, 


The administration has 
worked with the States to 
get drug-abuse statutes up~ 
graded, to push for rehabi- 
litation programs and for, 
education in schools, 

All in all, the Federal 
Government is spending 
eight times as much in anti- 
narcotics money as it did 
three years ago, It is a 
ceaseless battle. The 
stakes are high: Young 
lives to be saved - - mil- 
lions for the peddlers who 
prey on these lives, On all 
fronts, the President has 
moved relentlessly towage 
war on the drug menace-~- / 
and it is beginning to pay 
off for the American 
people,

15 days per year are spent at summer camp. 

Financially, military pay for the lower ranks,
